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From the editor’s chair 
A proud day for Seaton 



THE past few weeks have been highly emotional 
for those who lost loved ones in the D-Day land¬ 
ings and the subsequent battle for Normandy as 
the 70th anniversary of the invasion of Europe has 
come and gone. With D-Day veterans now well 
into their 80s and 90s, it is likely to be the last sig¬ 
nificant anniversary to receive such wide public- 
ity. 

The commemorations have also rekindled near 
forgotten memories of what life was like in the 
West Country with so many American soldiers bil¬ 
leted in our towns and villages as they prepared 
for the big push into Europe and the eventual de¬ 
feat of Nazi tyranny. 

For many young Americans, thousands of miles 
from home and family, their taste of life of rural 
England was their last experience of normalcy. 
Whilst their lives were far from comfortable, many 
being billeted under canvass, they enjoyed many 
kindnesses from their English hosts and recipro¬ 
cated with chocolate bars and ring donuts for the 
kids and fresh fruit for a nation subjected to food 
rationing. 

Such was life in many Devon towns. The kids of 
that era are now of pensionable age but they still 
have vivid memories of how the GIs were here one 
day and gone the next. Such memories abounded 


in Seaton on Sunday when the great United States 
of America officially thanked this small seaside 
town for its “unwavering support and hospitality” 
shown to their young soldiers. 

Seaton branch of the Royal British Legion and 
Seaton Town Council joined forces to organised an 
emotional but dignified civic service to mark the 
unveiling of a plaque in which the town received 
official thanks and tributes were made to all those 
who did not return. 

It was surely one of Seaton’s proudest days. 

Former US Army Colonel John Rudman’s father 
was stationed in Seaton and took one of the first 
landing crafts onto the Normandy Beaches. He 
made it through the war - but 21 of the 28-strong 
contingent on the landing craft never made it off 
the beaches. 

Wherever you looked around Windsor Gardens 
on Sunday there was a veteran with medals shin¬ 
ing in the summer sun. Some of them knew what 
Sgt Robert Rudman had gone through for they 
were there as well. 

When Colonel Rudman said the real heroes of D- 
Day were the people of Seaton, there was a collec¬ 
tive intake of breath. The GIs would know what he 
meant.

SEATON 

USA says thanks 
for GI kindness 

THE kindness shown to hundreds of young Ameri¬ 
can soldiers who were based in Seaton in the run-up 
to D-Day in June 1944 has been officially recognised 
by the USA. 

In a highly moving and dignified civic ceremony on 
Sunday afternoon, a former American Army officer 
and the Mayor of Seaton, Councillor Gaynor Sedg¬ 
wick, jointly unveiled a special plaque thanking the 
people of Seaton for all they did for the American GIs 
before taking part in the invasion of Normandy. 
Many of them did not survive. 

Crucial to the honour being bestowed on the peo¬ 
ple of Seaton was the role of former USA Colonel John 
F. Rudman whose father, Robert G. Rudman, was a 
sergeant with H Company, 8th Infantry Regiment, 
4th Infantry Division, one of the first Allied units to 
land on the beaches of Normandy on D-Day.The cer¬ 
emony in Windsor Gardens was jointly organised by 
the Seaton branch of the 
Royal British Legion and 
Seaton Town Council 
and included a parade of 
17 standards represent¬ 
ing Legion branches 
throughout the South 
West and other uni- 
forned organisations. 

Councillor Sedgwick, 
who expressed Seaton’s 
thanks and gratitude to 
the American troops. 

She said: “This stone 
commemorates those 
brave Amercican sol¬ 
diers who left these 
shores in 1944 along 
with so many others, in¬ 
cluding sons of local 
families. Many of these 
men did not return, their 
sacrifice has meant that 
we can live in freedom 
and peace.” 

.Colonel Rudman de¬ 
livered a moving ad¬ 
dress recalling that out 
of the 28 in his father’s 
landing craft, only seven 
young men survived. 

He referred to the peo¬ 
ple of Seaton as “real he¬ 
roes” for kindness 
shown to the American 
troops.

HONITON 

New homes plan 
may be scrapped 

DISTRICT councillors could yet make a U-turn on a 
controversial decision to allow a developer to build 
300 homes on the edge of Honiton, after health and 
education bosses this week claimed key services 
may be at risk. 

Planning chiefs at East Devon District Council had 
previously approved the application from developer 
Welbeck Strategic Land to build the houses on land 
west of Hayne Lane, on the boundary between 
Honiton and Gittisham. 

And campaigners who fought the proposals had 
been resigned to defeat, after district councillors 
gave the green light in April. 

But a long list of comments submitted to the coun¬ 
cil this week by furious public bodies angry at the 
decision, persuaded planning bosses to reconsider. 

District councillors were due to discuss the appli¬ 
cation again in a meeting at Knowle, Sidmouth, on 
Friday (July 11th). But a decision was deferred to give 
planning chiefs enough time to reassess all the in¬ 
formation. 

Councillor Helen Parr, chairman of the district 
council’s development management committee, 
said the late submissions from consultees were “un¬ 
helpful and regrettable”. 

But members agreed that it was “democratic” to 
defer the decision until a later date. 


SIDMOUTH 

Knowle move is 
going to tribunal 

A SIDMOUTH resident fighting to access information 
about East Devon District Council’s proposed reloca¬ 
tion to Skypark is to put his case before a tribunal 
next month. 

Jeremy Woodward, of Temple Street, made a re¬ 
quest under the Freedom of Information Act in No¬ 
vember 2012, for details of relocation working group 
meetings to be released to the public. 

An Information Commissioner assessing the case 
last month ordered the council to release the reports, 
but the dispute is due to be put before a tribunal after 
district council bosses appealed the decision. 

And following the announcement of a date for the 
hearing - August 28th - Mr Woodward has spoken 
out about the case. 

He told Pulman's View. “The Information Commis¬ 
sioner wants EDDC to make public the report on the 
state of the Knowle buildings - because they say it 
was produced by external, independent consultants. 

“But EDDC has insisted it was an internal matter to 
help them with their own deliberations and so should 
not be published. 

“However, back in February, when the district 
council’s own scrutiny committee voted for a com¬ 
pletely new report to be commissioned without in¬ 
terference from the political leadership, councillors 
and officers said the report which declared Knowle 
unfit was independent and professional.” 

Councillors decided earlier this year to press ahead 
with plans to move the district council headquarters 
from Knowle to Skypark. 

OTTERYSt MARY

OTTERY Mayor Glyn Dobson has assured residents 
that the town council is “committed to trans¬ 
parency”, despite public concerns raised this week 
regarding councillors’ conduct. 

A long-running dispute over the council’s policy of 
meeting privately with developers resurfaced at a 
town council meeting held in West Hill this week, 
after it was revealed that the full report of the East 
Devon District Council monitoring officer - who was 
tasked with investigating the council’s actions - 
would not be made available to the public. 

The dispute first arose in December last year, when 
Councillor Roger Giles was accused of breaking con¬ 
fidentiality rules regarding a meeting held behind 
closed doors. 

A report was presented to councillors in April, re¬ 
questing that they seek further training, but only 
sections were made public. 

The mayor confirmed that councillors had attended 
- or were due to attend - training courses on chairing 
meetings, and that the majority of councillors had 
voted in favour of requesting the publication of the 
full report.

Can you name these ‘Beer Albion’ men? 


THE organisers of the celebrations to mark the out¬ 
break of the First World War are appealing to Pul- 
man ’s View from readers for help as they put the 
finishing touches to their exhibition in Beer next 
month. 

Richard Scott has been given a photo by Julie 
Grabham of men from Beer and Seaton serving on 
HMS Albion during the First World War and is hop¬ 
ing to identify the men on the ship. 

“The large number of Beer men on HMS Albion 
led to Beer Football Club being called ‘Albion’ after 
the war,” explained Mr Scott. 

“HMS Albion was damaged during an Anglo- 
French attempt to force a way through the Dard¬ 
anelles in March 1915, and during this attack one of 
the Beer men on board, Gerald Restorick, was 


wounded. He was one of the Royal Navy Reserve 
men who marched away from the village on 3rd Au¬ 
gust 1914. 

“Between the wars Gerald and his brothers ran a 
building firm in Beer, and he named the houses they 
built after places he knew from his time in the Royal 
Navy in the Mediterranean. 

“These include Lemnos, which was a Greek island 
used as a supply base for British troops in the Dar¬ 
danelles and Seddul Bahr, a town on the Gallipoli 
peninsula near which HMS Albion destroyed a 
Turkish artillery battery with her gunfire.”

Please consider proposals on public speaking 


■ WE are writing on behalf of the East Devon Al¬ 
liance, a non-party-political campaigning group con¬ 
cerned with matters of planning and related 
transparency of government in our district. 

Our membership is drawn from across East Devon 
and our charter and purpose are stated clearly on our 
website www.eastdevonalliance .org 

The key issues of planning and transparent govern¬ 
ment intersect most significantly at the monthly meet¬ 
ings of EDDC’s Development Management 
Committee (DMC). Planning applications may come 
before this body of councillors, rather than being de¬ 
termined on the delegated decision of a planning offi¬ 
cer, and that is right and proper. Particularly in cases 
where applications may be for development in a sen¬ 
sitive location and/or involving large scale destruction 
of open countryside. 

Applications which come before the DMC will have 
an appropriate recommendation from the experts in 
EDDC’s planning office, i.e. to approve (with or with¬ 
out conditions) or to refuse. On a number of occasions, 
however, public contributions on the day have con¬ 
tributed to open debate to the extent that officer rec¬ 
ommendations have been overturned. 

That is not to say that the recommendations were 
flawed in the first instance. Rather, it is the sign of a 
healthy democracy that the public voice may be heard, 
and may inform intelligently the outcomes of what 
are, in many cases, both contentious and large-scale 


proposed development. The cost of such democracy 
in action is small: hitherto members of the public have 
been allowed but three minutes in which to present 
their views on the day. 

The East Devon Alliance has watched with increas¬ 
ing concern as even that small price to pay, an alloca¬ 
tion of 180 seconds (always carefully timed!) in which 
a member of public may express an opinion, is now 
threatened. The desire to strip the public of the right 
to speak on specific planning proposals or planning 
policy has worked its way through various EDDC sub¬ 
committees, and will finally reach a full meeting of 
Council for a decision on July 23rd. 

We respectfully request that all councillors, of what¬ 
ever political persuasion, consider deeply the principle 
and issues at stake. We propose accordingly not the 
introduction of new or complicated practices as far as 
public speaking is concerned, but the entirely reason¬ 
able practice of simply leaving public speaking 
arrangements as they are. This seems to us a not un¬ 
reasonable request that would do much to restore pub¬ 
lic trust and confidence in a council which, for many, 
has much to prove; not least in respect of its inability 
to deliver on time a Local Plan.

WENDY Hall gave members of the 
Seaton University of the Third Age (U3 A) 
an enthusiastic account of a four-day tour 
of Rome, which she and her husband took 
a few years ago. 

The slides showed hundreds of tantalis¬ 
ing glimpses of the art and architecture of 
the ancient and medieval centres of that 
great city. The first part of the trip covered 
the medieval sites - the Vatican including 
the Sistine Chapel, St Peter’s Cathedral, 
Castel Sant’Angelo and great paintings of 
Michaelangelo, Raphael and Leonardo da 
Vinci. 

Later, members were treated to descrip¬ 
tions and pictures of the Ancient City, the 
Forum, the Coliseum and the oldest 
Roman building - the domed Pantheon, 
open to the sky and the rain. These were 
built nearly a thousand years before the 
medieval city and were very crowded in 
by later buildings. The hills of Rome pro¬ 
vided wonderful changes of level with the 
markets built into the hillsides. 

The palaces of Vespasian and the Trajan 
Column, 42 metres high, were features of 
the later part of the tour. The great column 
is made out of many stone cylinders, 
carved with images of Trajan’s victory 
over the Dacians. The last building men¬ 
tioned by Wendy was the Monument to 
Victor Emmanuel II, which was erected in 
the 1870s to commemorate the unification 
of Italy. 

The next general meeting of Seaton 
U3A will be on July 22nd when the sub¬ 
ject will be “Mercy Ships”. 

■ SEATON U3A members also recently 
enjoyed a talk by fellow member Joyce 
West on her holiday spent “Walking with 
Lions” in Zimbabwe. 

Dan, the owner of the Centre for Reha¬ 
bilitating Lions at Antelope Park, Givero, 
has managed to keep his farm in spite of 


the upheavals of Mugabe’s rule. He has 
collected cubs whose mothers have been 
taken by poachers or killed by hunters and 
the “Walking with Lions” holiday partly 
finances the operation and also the educa¬ 
tion of local orphan children. 

Joyce and her daughter flew from Johan¬ 
nesburg to Bulawayo with the group with 
which they were spending their holiday. 
The group, consisting of nine women and 
one man, were shown straight to their 
quarters - tall conical huts recently up¬ 
graded with open topped shower cubicals 
at the back. Unfortunately, the local mon¬ 
keys pelted the new arrivals with stones! 

The volunteers were called to breakfast 
at 6.30am by the native keepers beating 
bongo drums. Teams had four tasks per 
day assigned to them with lion walking 
being the most challenging. The “walked” 
lions would not be released into the wild 
because, if they become tame, they would 
approach humans who could well be 
poachers. As the cubs were walked along 
they are played with, the tasks simulating 
the hunting skills normally taught by their 
mothers. 

Some tasks were less memorable but 
more smelly, shovelling up dung from the 
lions and elephants, who generated more 
income from their rides for tourists. The 
worst was cutting up the meat of slaugh¬ 
tered cows to feed the cubs. 

The most important rule was not to turn 
your back on a lion or to stare at him. 
Taking photos was, therefore, very diffi¬ 
cult as you had to be alert to all the lions. 

The money made goes to help the or¬ 
phan children, who were all HIV positive, 
as well as the lions. The more affluent 
families in the area sent their children to 
paid private schools with smart uniforms 
but the others play around the centre until 
they are 12.

Clinical Hypnosis and Cognitive behav¬ 
ioural therapy (CBT) are common treatments for stress 
and anxiety disorders and can be very effective in 
changing thinking and responses. 

In contrast with CBT and in may ways very similar 
to Hypnosis Mindfulness and mindfulness-based ther¬ 
apies (MBTs) seek to change the relationship between 
the anxious person and his or her thoughts. 

In mindfulness, the person focuses on the bodily sen¬ 
sations that arise when anxious. Instead of avoiding or 
withdrawing from these feelings, the focus is on re¬ 
maining present and fully experiences the symptoms 
of anxiety. Instead of avoiding distressing thoughts, 
opening up to them in an effort to accept that they are 
not literally tme, just ideas and imaginings often re¬ 
lated to the past or future events but no less unreal in 
the present. 

By remaining present in the moment aware of the breath 
and the body, indi¬ 
viduals can leam 
that the anxiety they 
experience is 
merely a reaction to 
thoughts. By posi¬ 
tively responding to 
threatening events 
instead of being re¬ 
active they can 
overcome an mis¬ 
taken stress fight- 
or-flight response, 
and take control of 
their life.

WHERE were you born and where did you grow up? 

I was born and grew up in Somerset, on the edge of the 
Somerset Levels. I remember picnics by the river opposite 
our house and lots of bike rides in country lanes. 

TELL us about your career and how you became a pho¬ 
tographer... 

Being a photographer was my dream whilst at school 
but I had no idea it would become a reality. After 
finishing my A-levels, I took a gap year and 
immersed myself in photography, deciding 
then to undertake a three-year course in ^ 
photography instead of my planned de- w 
gree in history. Following that, I went on 
to gain my Associateship of The Royal 
Photographic Society and I was the 
youngest to gain this in my field. A few 
years later, I was invited to sit on the ex- # 
amining panel for the Licentiateship of the 
Royal Photographic Society, which I did for £ 
many years, viewing thousands of photo- V 

graphs from all over the world. I have enjoyed the 
freedom of being self-employed ever since I began my 
freelance photography business at the age of 21. One 
highlight was having one of my landscape images repro¬ 
duced on a poster by a well-known store and selling over 
a quarter of a million copies. 

CAN you remember the first photo you took? 

It was of my sister standing on a huge fallen branch in 
woodland -1 still remember taking it now, with my camera 
my grandparents had given me for my seventh birthday.

DO you prefer camera film or digital? 

For my landscape work I would always choose my big film 
camera!
